Rejection Under 35 U.S.C 102 
The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that form the 
basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(b) the invention was patented or described in a printed publication in this or a foreign country or in public use or on 
sale in this country, more than one year prior to the date of application for patent in the United States. 

Claims 1-3 and 5-7 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(b) as being anticipated by Matsuda 
etal (2001/0055167 Al). 

With regards to claim 1, Matsuda et al discloses a magnetic transfer apparatus (see figs. 7 
and 13 and disclosure thereof) in which a master information carrier (see fig. 13 element 2) is 
held in close contact with the slave medium (see fig. 13 element 1) by a holder disposed on a 
holder support and comprising a pair of movable halves (see fig. 13 elements 103, 104 and fig. 7 
elements 14, 14a, 14b and 20 and disclosure thereof; furthermore the support bar attached to 
elements 109 and 108 in fig. 13 is considered as holder support having second surface 
engaged/attached with the element 108), and a transfer magnetic field is applied to the master 
and the slave medium held in close contact (see fig. 9a-9e). The apparatus further comprising a 
locator mechanism (see fig. 13 elements 107, 108 and disclosure thereof; wherein the surface 
attached to the holder support is considered as first surface) that locates the holder at least in a 
direction perpendicular to the central axis of the holder. 

With regards to claim 2, Matsuda et al further discloses that the locator mechanism is 
provided with at least one of a sliding guide (see fig. 13 element 107-108, 104 and the holder 
support disclosure thereof). 
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With regards to claims 3 and 7, Matsuda et al farther discloses a pressing mechanism as 
claimed (see col. 6 paragraph [0082]. 

With regards to claims 5-6, Matsuda et al discloses the locator mechanism (see fig. 13 
elements 107-108 and the holder support) comprising block portion including the first surface 
engaged to the holder support portion. 

Allowable Subject Matter 

Claim 4 is allowed. 

Claim 4 is allowable over the prior art of the record for the same reasons recited in the 
office action mailed on 4/19/05. 

Response to Remarks 
Applicant's arguments with respect to claims 1-3 and 5-7 have been considered but are 
not persuasive because the locator mechanism and the holder support as now pointed out in 
above in this office action meets the claimed limitations.
